Return to an Order of the Honourable House of Commons, 
dated the 11th June 1822 ; —for 



AN ACCOUNT of all sums of Money which may have been received, 
in any of the Public Offices of Ireland, by way of deduction from Salary, 
or in any other manner, under the pretext of Fees due to any of the Public 
Officers, in consequence of the demise of his late Majesty, and the accession 
of our present Sovereign; together with a specification of the authority 
under which such deductions may have been made, or such payments 
demanded. 



NO SUMS of Money have been received, in any Public Offices in Ireland, 
under pretext of Fees, due in consequence of the demise of his late Majesty, 
or the accession of His present Majesty : But his late Majesty’s Civil List 
having expired, and a new Civil List having been granted to His present 
Majesty, His Majesty was pleased to grant Salaries to certain Persons, payable 
thereout ; who thereby became subject to the payment of the usual Stamp 
Duty, and Fees on the Warrants granting such Salaries.
